Trolley Track 
Problem Balks 
Council Efforts 
Group Decides 
Against Inviting 
Taxpayer's Suit 


MORRISVILLE. Sept. 9 —.Tills 
boroughs useless, unwanted and 
conspicuous trolley tracks on Penn­ 
sylvania avenue were the chief 
topic of conversation at a meeting 
of Borough Council last night. 
The councilmen decided agulnst 
inviting a “friendly taxpayer" to 
sue them in an attempt to clear up 
the problem, but passed a motion 
instructing Surveyor Harry Ia»e to 
estimate the cost of covering up the 
rails with paving material from 
Trenton uvenue to Bridge street. 
The motion was offered by Coun­ 
cilman Robert O. Warwick, whose 
previous defeated motion, inviting 
a suit, would have directed the 
street committee to go ahead and 
resurface the rails. 
Stale Highway 
The slippery tracks are on a 
state highway, but according to 
borough officials, the State High­ 
way Department disclaims the cen­ 
ter of Pennsylvania avenue where 
the trucks are. In pending litiga­ 
tion, the courts have been asked to 
rule whether Morrisville has the 
right to cover over the tracks sand­ 
wiched in the state road. 
"The State Highway Department 
says the borough has the right and 
has the duty to make the road safe 
for passengers," Borough Solicitor 
E. Dillwyn Darlington told Council. 
"lf you want to get a court decision, 
the only thing to do is to go ahead 
and get the work done and have a 
•friendly taxpayer’ bring a lawsuit 
(against Cotincill. The taxpayer 
would also bring the State High­ 
way Department in as an additional 
defendant in the suit" 
“Let’s cover up IOO yards and 
see what they’ll do," said Council­ 
man Theodore Evans. "Let’s get a 
decision on it." Warwick moved to 
cover the tracks on a portion of 
the street, and later untended the 
motion to authorize the street com­ 
mute to have the entire track line 
resurfaced.

strike the right note. The absence 
of Senator Byrd, Governor Byrnes, 
Governor Shivers of Texas and 
others from the Chicago dinner 
will somewhat detract from Mr. 
Mitchell’s effort to renominate his 
friend, Mr. Stevenson. 


The Democrats have been think­ 
ing that the issue of "McCarthyism” 
would be their best bet for next 
year.

Gradually he was built, up (rom an 


evidence taken over many weeks— 
evidence that seems fully to sustain 
the following conclusions: ” (1) A 
Soviet 
conspiracy 
to 
undermine 
and destroy our Government from 
within exists; (2) policies, person­ 
alities and programs of this Soviet 
conspiracy are still in effect in our 
Government and constitute a con- 
tinous hazard to our national secu­ 
rity; (3) persons who know the 
facts of this conspiracy are not 
co-operating.” It is also difficult to 
see how this report, signed by 
Democratic as well as Republican 
senators, can he answered or ignor­ 
ed. 


It is also difficult to see how the 
Democrats 
and 
their 
organized 
agencies, such as the Americans for 
Democratic' Action, the new Na­ 
tional Issues Committee of Mrs.

broom. At the Beaver street shop, 
these operations are performed by 
handicapped people, many of them 
blind. 
• 
Moving easily through the plant, 
Loblar, who has been totally blind 
for 23 years, explained the broom­ 
making proeess. The broom corn 
arrives In bales similar to hates 
of hay. It Is sorted and graded ac­ 
cording to size Hnd quality. D i f f e r ­ 
ent corn sixes are used for differ­ 
ent sixes of brooms. 
Tern It) rd 
The corn is then dyed in a large 
galvanized vat. After the dyeing 
process It is bleached with sulphur 
and 
sorted 
again, 
according 
to 
Lohler. Next the corn i* wound on 
• wooden broom handle. This Is 
done by a machine which fastens 
the corn securely with wire. 
The center part of the broom still 
has seeds from the broom corn on 
It and It may have picked up loose 
dirt, so It Is necessary to scrape 
It. This la done on a rapidly revol­ 
ving cylinder that Is covered with 
rows of sharp knives. 
An expert in handling the scrap­ 
er Is Henry Meslnier, Quakertown, 
R. D. I, who Is broom shop super­ 
visor. Meslnier, who lias travHvis- 
lon, or can see only well enough 
to walk around, has had 25 years 
experience in broom-making 
Prom the scraper the broom goes 
to the stitcher, where it is locked 
In a vice and two h u g e needles 
dart in and out of the broom to 
atltch It Into the shape familiar 
to housewives

The secret of this safety record 
Is a principle put in operation by 
Lohler. "Both hands must he busy 
before any of those machines can 
be operated," he says.

The new broom shop will employ 


a total of 12 persons when it is at 
the peak of operation.

The broom-making equipment is 
only one part of tile busy operation 
at the shop. One room is devoted 
entirely to equipment for making 


the mat its pattern. 
Joseph Baggo, Bristol, who has 
partial vision. Is in charge of put­ 
ting Ute finishing touches on the 
mats. He clamps them in a vice, 
measures them aud tlxea the wires. 
"We have to keep 5.000 mats on | 
baliti at all t im e s to meet the de-1 
aland,” lathier says. “We also make! 
larger mats for Industry." 
The shop is also equipped with 
looms, threaded with bright colored 
cloth for rug-making. The plant 
has its own dining room, where the 
workers may eat luuch and get 
soft drinks during the afternoon. 
Tile dining room is now in the 
basement. It was displaced by the 
new broom shop. 
"We have made a lot of changes 
here,” Lohler says. "They are a l­ 
ways hard to tnuke, because we 
must do them ourselves, in order 
to save money. 
However, all of 
them have been for the belter.” 
Lohler went on to explain that 
lite association receives no state 
aid 
All of Its funds come either 
from private contributions or from 
the money made from the sale of 
the shop’s products.

Some Useful School Equipment 
That a ^hole Family Can Use 
•f MMY (IIVIUNO MUUS, Ph.D. 
BOMI of our public schools 
supply our children with nearly 
all the books and equipment they 
need, especially In the elementary 
trades. But usually these helps 
need to be supplemented by the 
home. 
To tot along well at school, a 
child In the upper grades and 
high school needs a good foun­ 
tain pen. Borne pupils In the 
upper trades and high school 
could profit from having a type­ 
writer, I! they are taught to use 
It well. Many homes could afford 
such equipment. Indeed, a type­ 
writer Is useful In almost any 
home for the adults, too. 
Properly taught to use a type­ 
writer, even the first grader may 
find It useful at learning to read 
and spell. He hardly will hit on 
waya of reversing letters or at 
mirror writing lf he uses a type­ 
writer. The machine always moves 
In the proper direction — from 
left to right. 
With a typewriter, a child In 
the first grade soon learns the 
letters of the alphabet. He likes to 
spell on this machine and write 
words and sentences as we spell 
slowly for him. In the second or 
third puds he mty choose to copy 
sentences, paragraphs or whole 
puces from favorite books, ob­ 
serving all the punctuation and 
capitalisation. Boma children can 
thus teach themselves the me­ 
chanics of English. 
A mother or father may type 
tbs name of pictured objects 
which a beginner chooses to cut 
from old newspapers and maga- 
Knes, under each object, or even 


a sentence or two about the pic­ 
ture—a very useful plan when • 
child’s beginning to read. 
Child's Own Storm* 
The little child likes to havs us 
take down stories he makes up. 
Then what fun It can be for him 
to read the story after we havs 
typed It. 
The child of the upper grades 
or high school may take gfuut 
pride in typing work for school. 
For a college student, * typo* 
writer Is essential. 
Very useful, too. for an school 
children Is a good encyclopedia. 
From It the school child can 
gather much information related 
to his school assignments. Bo* 
sides, the whole family will oftdh 
refer to this encyclopedia daring 
family dlsculslons and following 
what they have teen or heard la 
the papers or on the elr. Been 
when the youngest child Ie only 
three or four, the parents will 
often need an encyclopedia to an­ 
swer his questions. And every 
home should have a good desk 
dictionary. 
In a family of growing children, 
a good map or atlas of the world 
and a globe are valuable equip­ 
ment all the time. since every day 
they hear or read world news. Bs# 
how much geography may be 
mastered at home. 
Children of various ages, espe­ 
cially in the early grades, need a 
number of good books of their 
own they can read fog pleasure, 
and many fine ones are now avail­ 
able. But along with good hooks, 
magazines and the like, the child 
alto needs to be In a home where 
everybody reads a great deal
